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IF WE WERE MERELY CURIOUS 


It would be worth while to spend some money to investigate 
the distances of N. G. C. 6288, the farthest known star cluster, if 
only to give employment to expanding minds and to satisfy curiosity. 
There is a cultural value in determining abstruse problems, of as- 
tronomy and although the would is busy producing flivvers and oil 
and wars and governments and highways and synthetic gin and 
vers libre, it is not too busy to dole out to science a bit with which 
to consult the heavens. 

One of the principal by-products of examinations such as that 
of the Harvard College Observatory into N. G. C. 6288 is a proper 
humility. It really doesn’t matter much in a universe as staggering 
in size and as bewildering in complexity, that our little lives are so 
mixed and troubled. To learn that a little patch of hazy light, visi- 
ble only in telescopes on clear nights, is so far away that light, 
traveling at 186,000 miles a second, needs a milhon years to tra- 
verse the intervening space, is to let oneself go in the !current of 
Deity. Every thought man has of himself, selfishly, is an attempt 
to breast this eternal stream and man’s troubles come from his in- 
ability to make headway against God and to know that he cant. _ 

Since men began to calculate the breadth of the stellar uni- 
verse of which his little spheroidal speck is so tiny a part, his esti- 
mates have invariably grown. The first figures, running into the 
thousands of light-years, were breath-taking enough, but the newer 
ones are positively awful. 

And when it is understood that this mighty galaxy so far is only 
known to man in its visible aspects, and that there is probably as 
much invisible material in it, he will again have to revise his figure 


. and prepare for even deeper plunges into the amazing. | 


MUST WE ALL GO AND TAKE A LOOK AT MOSCOW? 

Since the beginning of the curious experiment in government 
at Moscow, the delegations of students who have gone into Russia 
to get the truth about sovietism has been numbered in the thousands. 
A good many of the observers have been trustworthy and capable 
of seeing and reporting facts. There have also been apologists for 
the bloody Utopia who have emerged from the sink-hole and pest- 
house of government and economis experiments with their heads still 
in the same rosy clouds. 

A number of British union men have now returned from a long 
stay in the soviet country and have reported their findings in the 
from of a 250-page book whichcontains the naive observation that 
lovely and all as many conditions are in Russia, they would not care 
to see the system established in England. 

From surface knowledge of the British trade union mind, we 
should think that it would take a powerful lot of convincing to bring 
about this admission. But for.such- disillusionment we should be 
duly grateful. 

‘We ‘recall ‘the early visit to Moscow of H. G. Wells, the 
collectivist author and one of the world’s most attractive writers. Mr. 
Wells came back convinced that Russia was ‘In the Shadows’’ and 
that’s what he named his book. 

Another British observer—Claire Sheridan, rather keen of mind 


«and quite observing for an artist—found. that by traveling from 


“*Mayfair to Moscow” she found conditions getting on better fast. 
Some of our own people have gone to Russia, Emma Goldmans 

and Big Bill Haywoods and the depth of their disgust at the ‘freedom’ 

which, Russia now affords the individualists, is immeasurable. 


Wilful winds and rushing waters, earthquakes and tempests 
work their will with man despite all his science has taught him. Man 
builds and nature destroys. 

The richest, most populous and most intelligent nation the world 
has ever seen bows down in sorrow at the death and destruction a 
‘storm can accomplish in a short hour. 

But such are the strides of knowledge that we do not fear to 
predict one day man will know how to control storms. Already 
some progress is made in inducing it to rain where rain is needed, 
and the next step may easily be to stop rain where rain is not 
“needed. 

If electricity, man’s most versatile servant cannot be taught 
to forestall the elements, then civilization has failed to reach one of 
the patent goals toward which it is progressing. For civilization’s 
purpose is to relieve man of the burdens that a relentless nature lays 
‘on ‘him as on the lowliest beast and the littlest plant. 

The tempest that wrought such destruction in the middle west 
quite recently again emphasized the innate humanity of man. The 


- first swift shock of the storm had not yet passed before the people 


were engaged in errands of mercy. Man is not always inhumane
